CHICAGO. —Directors of the 
Trailer Coach Manufacturers’ 
Assn. are planning a special board 
meeting here during the week of 
the annual Chicago automobile 
show, in which trailers will play 
a major role. 


James L. Brown, vice-president 
of the Covered Wagon Co., told 
of the plan for a meeting while in 
Chicago attending the American 
Municipal Assn. convention. He 
stated that the entire directorate 
of the TCMA will be here to visit 
the show. 

The board will review results 
this year and the outlook for the 
industry during 1938. Discussions 
will be divided between matters 
pertaining to the association and 
the industry with special refer- 
ence to manufacture, design, legis- 
lation and .organization.

CHICAGO.—Reasonable laws providing sensible regu- 
lation of trailers were recommended by the house trailer 
committee of the American Municipal Assn. at the closing 
convention session Friday in the Blackstone hotel. The re- 
port was submitted by Howard Gardner of Los Angeles, 
member of the committee. It covered also such points as 
permanent occupancy of trailers, trailer camp design and 


parking on street without outlining specifically how each 
municipality should handle these 


Highway Heads 
Urge Universal 
Trailer Laws 


CINCINNATI.—Several recom- 
mendations, which may vitally 
affect coach trailer design if in- 
cluded in state statutes, were 
adopted at the annual meeting of 
the American Assn. of Motor Ve- 
hicle Administrators held here 
earlier this month. 


Prominent among the recom- 
mendations are a definition under 
the heading brakes, which states 
that “a braking system which 
causes side sway of jack-knifing 
in the stopping process shall be 
considered unsafe;” “each vehicle 
engaged in towing a trailer coach 
shall be equipped with two rear- 
view mirrors which shall provide 
a clear view of the highway (on 
both left and right sides of coach) 
for the distance provided in the 
states’ vehicle code;” safety glass 
should be required on the basis 
of consistency with the states’ 
code requirements for pleasure 
vehicles” and “windows in trailer 
coaches which are hinged to 
swing outward may not be em- 
ployed, if such windows extend 
beyond fenders or hub caps. This 
regulation shall apply to both 
right and left sides of trailer 
coach.” 

Other regulations and defini- 
tions in the recommendations call 
for all trailers to be registered; 
manufacturer serial numbers as 
integral part of coach; all trailers 
weighing 1,500 pounds to have 
brakes; coaches shall have rear 
and side reflectors of a color to 
agree with states’ vehicle code; 
couplers shall be firmly affixed to 
an integral part of frame of tow- 
ing vehicle and an auxiliary hitch, 
consisting of chain or cable, shall 
be required.

vices are required or where hand 
signals are not adequately visible

DETROIT. — Two new 
names have been added to 
the list of trailer exhibits at 
the National Automobile 
show in New York, Oct. 27 - 


to Nov. 3, and two names with- 
drawn, bringing the final total 
of the industry’s exhibitors to 12. 
New entries are United Automo- 
bile Trailers and Airfloat Coach 
Mfg. Co., the latter the first west 
coast manufacturer to take space 
at a major eastern show. 

Earlier entries included Alma, 
Auto Cruiser, Bender Body, Cov- 
ered Wagon, Curtiss Aerocar, 
Fleetwheels-Coates, Indian, Pal- 
ace, Schult and Travelodge. York 
and Streamlite, which originally 
planned to exhibit, have with- 
drawn from the New York show. 

Meanwhile, with New York 
show plans virtually complete, 
manufacturers are turning their 
attention to preparations for the 
Chicago car show, Nov. 6-13. In- 
creased space and improved dec- 
oration and setting at both shows 
are expected to aid in sending 
the industry off to a banner year. 

Trailer coaches at the Chicago 
show have been graduated this 
year to the big central arena of 
the International Amphitheater, 
where they will have a full share 
of the spotlight. 

A record number of 20 trailer 
exhibitors has already been signed

15, at the annual meeting of the 
organization. Three new mem- 
bers were also elected at that 
time to fill vacancies on the board 
of directors, and Detroit was 
named the new official TCMA 
headquarters. 

The three new directors are: 
J. L. Brown of Covered Wagon, 
R. H. Mulch of Hayes Body Co.

Outstanding in the Covered 
Wagon line is a two-passenger 
trailer with a toilet, claimed to 
be the first practical trailer under 
15 feet with a lavatory unit. The 
trailer, known as the Master 
model, has a kitchenette galley 
in horseshoe shape around the 
rear. A toilet room large enough 
to use as a dressing room, and 
a substantial wardrobe are lo- 
cated across the front. A built- 
in trunk is standard on the 
model. The trailer may be con- 
verted for use by four passengers 
with the addition of a full size 
bed which folds against the wall 
at the back. 

A three-room custom model, 22 
feet overall, mounted on tandem 
wheels and having a front and 
back door, is also to be shown. 
The trailer, which accommodates 
two or four people,

Trailer Is Held 
Not Covered by 


Homestead Claim 


CHMICAGO.—Attorneys for an in- 
dependent finance company, fol- 
lowing an exhaustive study of | 
legal cases, have rendered an 
opinion “to the effect that a 
house trailer covered by a con- 
ditional sales contract or pur- 
chase-money chattel mortgage 
does not become a part of the 
real estate when the wheels are 
removed and it is placed on a 
temporary foundation,” according 
to American Finance News. 

‘It has been rather generally 
believed, we understand, that the 
placing of a house trailer on a 
foundation may establish the 
trailer as realty and thereby ex- 
empt it from execution under 
provisions of state homestead 
exemption laws,” the publication 
states. “The source of such as- 
sumption was probably a Mon- 
tana case in which a district 
court decided in favor of a trailer 
owner in an attachment case 
brought by a creditor. This case, 
it should be noted, was between 
the trailer owner and an attach- 
ing creditor. The substance of the 
decision was that the trailer was 
exempt from execution because 





it was covered by a homestead | 


declaration. 

“It is the opinion of the at-| 
torneys that the decision in the | 
Montana case would have been | 


different had the contest been | 
between a conditional seller or | 
chattel mortgagee of the trailer 
and a mortgagee or purchaser of | 


the real estate. This is so be- 
cause a conditional buyer or 
chattel mortgagor could not 
claim a homestead against the 


seller or his successors.”

LANSING.—Registration of 
house trailers up to Sept. 1 of 
this year brought in $45,274 under 
the regular fee of 35 cents per 
hundredweight as chargéd for 
passenger vehicles, according to 
Leon D. Case, secretary of state. 
In the report, Case said that 
8,549 house trailers were registered 
in Michigan for the first eight 
months of 1937.

The rear room contains an ice 
box, a porcelain enamel sink, a 
clothes closet, a stove cabinet and 
storage and cove cabinets for 
dishes, pots and pans. Either an 
auxiliary davenport bed, 
ette covered, or a dinette type 
bed may be had in the rear room. 
The custom model has Warner 
electric brakes. 

Finish Is Optional 

The third Covered Wagon 
model is the De Luxe model, 
which is being provided this year 
in either a fir or a Philippine 
mahogany interior finish. The 
model has a pullman dinette unit 
with a new type of bed which 
contains only two _ sections 
stead of four. The cushion back 
rest is hinged to the seat cushion. 
When the dinette table is out 
of the way, 
each side of the trailer come to- 
gether tightly in the middle, to 
make a snug bed, easily made 
up and light in weight. Newly 
designed cabinets and a roof 
ventilator moved to a location 
directly over the kitchen unit are 
among innovations on the model. 

All Covered Wagons for 1938 
will have a new type of folding 
davenport bed, designed and pro- 
duced in the company’s uphol- 
| stery division. The bed operates 
on a new principle which enables 
bed clothing to remain made up 
during the day. Straps across 
the bed hold blankets and sheets 
in place. Double springs are em- 
ployed, a set of inner springs 
comprising the mattress when 
“the bed is opened and a set of 
web springs underlying the daven- 
port top. The davenport bed has 
proper firmness for use as a 
couch and proper softness for 
sleeping. 

New Table Used 

Another innovation, used on 
| the custom and master models, 
is a foldaway dinette table, which 
attaches to the wall when not in 
use. Both the new type table 
and bed are being produced un- 
der patents pending. 

The entire line is being in- 
sulated with heavy layers of alu- 
minum air cells. There are six 
layers of insulation built into 
the roof, four into the walls, and 
the floor has a layer of insulating 


covering. Not only a dead air 
space of 1% inches but an ad- 
ditional layer of refiectocell 
sulation has been provided in 
walls and ceiling. All wheel 
housings and even roof ventila- 
tors are insulated. 

Prices for 1938 models will be 
slightly higher, owing to increased 
|labor and material costs. The 
range runs from $495 to $1,535, 
| delivered at Mt. Clemens.

Trailer Enlisted 
In Disease Drive 


NEW YORK (UTPS).—The 
trailer has entered the nation- 
wide campaign against venereal 
disease. The United States public 
health service now has a trailer 
to aid in venereal disease control 
work among indigent rural resi- 
dents. 

The trailer is at present in 
Georgia in a co-operative project 
with the Georgia state depart- 
ment of public health. It is staffed 
by a physician from the United 
States public health service, and 
by two nurses, one white and one 
colored. The trailer is fully 
equipped for the work; the rear 
end of the trailer is used as an 
examination room, while the 
front end has the diagnostic and 
treatment equipment. 

The unit is expected to cover 
approximately 400 miles a week. 
Three medical follow-up social- 
workers do case work in con- 
junction with the trailer-clinic, 
although they do not travel with 
it.

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from driver’s seat, such devices 
shall conform to the regulations 
for truck and truck-trailer com- 
binations, it was decided. 

The recommendations also de- 
clared that two rear-view mirrors 
shall be on towing vehicle, one 
located on the left front door or 
windshield post and the other on 
corresponding position on the 
right. Such mirrors shall be sup- 
ported by a projecting rod which 
permits the required legal view 
of the highway. 

It is recommended that trailer 
coaches shall not be over 96 inches 
in width, 120 inches in height 
or that trailer coach combina- 
tions shall not exceed 45 feet in 
length. 

In jurisdictions where periodic 
inspection is in force, trailer 
coaches would be subject to the 
same requirements of other ve- 
hicles not meeting such inspec- 
tions; the vehicle owner is 
charged with the obligation of 
maintaining his vehicle in ac- 
cordance with standards pro- 
vided in the vehicle code, and 
particular care is urged on en- 
forcement officers to see that the 
alignment of trailer coach wheels 
is correct and that the coupling 
device is properly centered on 
both the towing vehicle and the 
trailer coach.
